The Big Fellow Called a Liar, a Loafer, an 
Ingrate and a Coward—His Old Jrainer 
Makes a Vigorous Reply to Joho L.’s 
Abuse—He Will Back Jake Hilrain te. 
Whip the Bosten Boy.

: EW YORK, July ll.— 
Since the return of 
Joba L. Sullivan from 
Purvis, Miss., several 
talks with him and 
his friends have ap- 
peared in the WORLD. 
Tue tenor of the re- 
marks made about 
Muldoon, who trained 
Suilivan for the Mis- 
sissippi fight, have 
been anything but 
complimentary. The 
wresticr has come to 
town and this is his 

reply: 

* — “I have just re- 
turned from my trip to Mississipp!, where I 
went to answer to the indictment found 
against me by the Grand-jury of Marion 
County for having been one of the seconds in 
the oprize-fght between Sullivan and 
Kilrain one year ago. I was 
fined $250 by the court, after having 
pleaded guilty tothe charge. Ialso had to 
pay the costs of the court. This whole affair 
bas cost me nearly two thousand dollars, be- 
sides the loss of time and discomforts I have 
been putto and the disgrace of being con- 
pected with such an affair. This does not 
seem tobe enough in the eyes of the big 
brute Sullivan, for whom I got in all the 
trouble. Herushes back here to the North 
and resorts to the most contemptible metnods 
ever heard of to vent his spite against me, 
which has been gradually gathering in bim 
ever since the fight, for no other reason than 
thatthe public press andthe public them- 
scives saw fit to give mecredit for assisting 
him in his victory over Kilrain. It was a very 
common thing just afterthe fight for people 
who were congratulating himon his victory 
to turn to me and say: ‘Here is the man who 

WON THE FIGHT FOR YOU.’ 

Ot course that was very galling to him. 
When he was sober he used to say yes, and 
gay that he would never forget me for my 
kindness tohim. He would say that I was the 
greatest trainer on earth and many otber 
complimentary things, but if he was balf 
Grunk, as was nearly always the case, he 
would become very sullen and disagreeable, 
and through some slight excuse would leave 
my company. I saw atonce what this would 
eventually lead to with an ignorant brute like 
him, and I made no further efforts to continue 
our business relationship. He went his way 
and I went mine, and we have not 
met more than half a dozen times in 
the. past year. He once came to me and 
olfered me $5,000 to train him to fight Jackson 


and 85 per cent of all exhibitions before and 
after the fight. I think this proposition would 
be proof to the public that Be appreciated the 
value of my services as a trainer. This is 
why I mention it lun this part of my letter, as 
the proposition was made only a month or so 
ao.

Now, the reason why I call him a coward: 
He went to New Orleans and on the foilowing 
day telegraphed to Mr. Rich, asking him to 
detain me for-twenty-four hours in Richburg 
and he would return there and wipe me off 
the face of the earth. I waited there for three 
days and the next I heard of Sullivan he had

EXCITING RACES, 


The Easterm Yacht (lub Holding Its Re- 
gatta at Marblehead To- Day. 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., July 11.—The yachts 
of the Eastern Yacht Club met at all discour- 
aged by their drift of yesterday began their 
preparations for to-day’s race at an early 
hour. The wind is blowing a good breeze 
from the North, and should this continue the 
race will be a success. On board the 
big schooners Sea Fox, Merlin, Oenone and 
Mayflower the crews were up early, and these 


yachts were among the first to get under way 
and leave the harbor. The great interest to- 
day isin the 40-foot elass. The yachts are 
now all maneuvering around Half-Way Rock. 
The wind is freshening and a white cap breeze 
is now biowing. 

The first clase was started at 11:18 a. m. The 
Oenone crossed first, Merlin secon’, May- 
flower third, and the Sea Fox last. The Mer- 
lin blanketed the Oenone just afterthe start 
and is now In first place. 

At 11:29 the signal was given for the start of 
the sloops. The boats went over the line io a 
bunch, the Shark slightly in the lead. The 
Gossoon and Alga came next in order, fol- 
lowed by the Minerva, Thelma, Papoose, 
Hawk and Ventura. 

11 :35—The Meriin has overhauled the May- 
flower and Oenone and is now leading the 
fleet; Sea Fox last. 

11:40—The Alge is leading the fleet of sloops. 
The race between the Gossoon and Minerva is 
a close one, but in the Gossvon’s favor. 

11:45—The Sea Fox is one mile behind in the 
race with the other schooners. 

11:50—The Minerva is overhauling the Gos- 
soon and is keeping offto leeward totry to 
pass her. The Merlin has a good lead in the 
echooner ciass. 

11:54—The Minerva has just passed the Gos- 
soon and isnearly ap tothe Alga. These 
three boats are leaving the restor the fleet. 
The Merlin has a good lead inthe schooner 
class, with the Oenone second. 

THE WINNERS. 

The Merlin crossed the finish line first at 
2:14; the Sea Fox second at 2:23; Mayflower 
third at 2°26; Oenone fourth at 2:28. 

8:15 p. m.—The Thelma is the winner of the 
45-footers.

Saver. 


Bosrov, Mass., July 11.—Jobn T. Kilty, the 
noted life-sayer,until recently assistant draw- 
tender of the Mt. Washington avenue bridge, 
is dead of heart trouble, aged 81 years. Dur- 
ing his lite he saved eleven persons from 
drowning. In February, 1889, in saving John 
Warren, Kilty received the injury that caused 
bis death. Warren weighed over 200 pounds 


and in lifting him fromthe water Kilty ruv- 
tured a blood vessel near the heart. In 1883 
the Massachusetts Humane Society wave Mr. 
Kilty a handgome silver medal in recognition 
of his bravery, and two years ago he received 
a gold medal from Oonggess for his many 
brave deeds.

GOT A LOW RATE. 


Was It Made lo Cut Off Basiness From the 
Merehants’ Bridge? 


Coal dealers have had considerable to say 
concerning the low did at which the Con- 
solidated Coal Co. secured the 
contract for supplying the Water- 


works with coal for the ensuing year. The 
company agreed to supply the works with 
1,500,000 bushels of good soft coal 
at the rate of 462-100 cents per bushel and 
secured the contract atthatrate. This is the 
lowest price at which a coal contract has ever 
been let in this city. It is claimed 
since the letting that the Consolidated 
company, which is a very wealthy corpora- 
tion, was enabled to present a low bid by 
reason of having made special terms with 
the old Bridge Co. and the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., which conld not very well be 
secured by other bidders. It has also been 
reported that the terms were 
let away down by the opposi- 
tion to the Merchants’ Bridge Co. to prevent 
the new enterprise from handling ny 
of the cars. Inguiry at the office 
of the company this morning elice 
ited 7 very emphatic denial that 
the company entered any agreement that 
would bring 2 in any conflict with 
the Merchants’ Bridge Co. The manager 
of the sales department esaid that the 
company had asked the Merchants’ Co. 
for rates. He did not know that the company 
had secured any remarkably low 
rate from either the St. Louis Bridge 
or Wiggins Ferry Co. At the Merchants’ 
Bridge office it was learned that the company 
was not ready for business and had givea no 
rates to anybody. 


THE L. & N. STRIKERS. 


A Temperary Settlement Effected—The 
Locked Out Cloakmakers—Labor News. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 11.—Committees from 
the strixing sewitchmen and brakemen on the 
Loulsviile & Nashville railroad are in confer- 
ence with General Manager Metcalf this 
morning and it is now thought the strike will 
be settled within the next few hours. A com- 
mittee representing the conductors of the en- 
tire aystem will also confer with the general 


manager as soon as that with the bDrakemen 
and switchmen is completed. Several de- 
mands will be made but it ies not known what 
they will be. 

A COMPROMISE. 

At 12:30 p. m. to-day a written agreement 
was drawn up between General Manager Met- 
calfe of the Loulsvilie & Nashville Railroad 
andthe striking brakemen and switchmen, 
by which the men consent to return to 
work immediately. It is provided 
that General Manager Metcalfe shall thor- 
oughly investigate the demands and com- 
plaints made by the men and at the end of ten 
days give them a final decision as to what the 
authorities of the road will do in the way of 
granting them. The men returned to work 
under the old rates. The conductors are also 
promised a tull investigation of their griev- 
ances. The temporary settiement of the 
trouble is, of course, regarded as a victory 
for the railroad.

There tse not the slight- 
est mark on the bodies of the dead men. Both 
died from shock. When the widow and 
mother heard of the accident she became in- 
sane and cannot now be found.

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CALLED HIM A SNOOZER. 


AND MAURITS HALL SHOT AND MORTALLY 
WOUNDED GUSTAVUS CARLSON. — 


A Very Slight Provocation Leads te What 
Will Probably Prove a Murder on the 
Levee This Morning—The Injured Man 
Shot in His Own Saleon—Statements of 
Hall and the Only Other EBye- Witnesses. 


A shooting which is almost certain to result 
in a murder occurred this morning at 9:30 
o’clock at No. 806 South Levee. Gustavus 
Carison Keeps a saloon and boarding-house 
at that number, and while he was seated in 
front of his place this morning Jack 
Readdy, a friend, came along. Carison 
invited him in to take a drink, and going be- 
hind the bar draw two glasses of beer. Just 
as he was setting them on the counter Maurits 
Hall entered the saloon and, addressing him- 
self to Carison, said: , : | 

Tou called me a snoozer.’’ 

Placing the beer on the counter Carison 
walked toward him, and motioning with bis 
arms for Hall to leave, sald: 

„„Get out of here, I don’t want you.“ 

Hall then drew his revolver and without 
another word, fired. The ball entered Oarl- 
son’s body just above the left nipple, and 
passing thréugh the upper part of the lung, 
lodged just beneath the skin in the left 


shoulder It was a 44-valibre ball fired from 
an American bull dog revolver, and 
bad passed clear through the 
body except to out through the 
rear skin. After being shot Carlson rushed 
toward his assailant and grabbed at him, as 
Hall was preparing to fire a second 
time. Readdy also jumped at Hall and 
wrested the weapon from bim. 
THE ARREST. 

Then Hall started for the door and began to 
walk down the Levee, but Readdy, who now 
had the revolver, criedtohim: It you move 
another step I will kill you!’’ 

The injured man’s littie son, Charley, rushed 
off to summon Dr. Kier, while his stepdaugh- 
ter went in search of the police. Officer Ed 
Fox was on the scene ina moment, and just 
as he was placing Hall under arrest Sergt. 
Lyon and Officers Ryan and Tebeau also ar- 
rived.. Hall was taken to the Chestnut street 
Station ,and from there to the Four Courts. At 
the station he stated that he was 41 years of 
axe, anative of Sweden anda laborer by oc- 
cupvation, He also told the officers that he 
was to have been married to-day, but guessed 
he would not be now. 

Jack Readdy and Carlson’s boy, who were 
the only eye-witnesses to the shooting, de- 
scribe it as told above. Neither ever saw 
Hall before, and he appeared to be unknown 
about the neighborbood. 
at Carison’s place what previous conversation 
the men had which lead Hall to make the 
reinark: 

Lou called me a snoozer.’’ 

One story which the police heard was that 
Hall was telling ef now he ran away from 
home atthe age of 14 years and of the daring 
adventures he had, and that Carison re- 
marked to him: What is the use in you 
lying like that. I don’t swallow suen 
stories 

Dr. Kier, who is attending Carlson, says 
there is scarcely any hope of his recovery. 
The man appears to be bleeding internally 
and was so weak that the doctor did not dare 
attempt to extract the ball, as it does no harm 
where it is and can easily be removed at any 
time. Carlson is 89 years of age and has a 
wife and several children, 

WHAT THE PRISONER SAYS. 

Hall arrived atthe Four Courts about 11:30 
o’clock in charge of Officer Fox. He ap- 
peared to be 3 under the influence 
of liquor, his coarse red face wearing a lear 
of stupid defiance. He was at once placed in 
a cell in the holdover. There he was seen a 
few minutes later. 

The prisoner, of course, admits the shoot- 
ing. To Officer Fox, while on the patrol 
wagon, he kept muttering that he was glad he 
had done it; thathe was an old soldier and 
knew when to shoot, and that he only had to 
fire one shot. In his celi he seemed little at- 
fected by the news that his victim oould not 
recover. 

In his broken Engiish he told his story. 
This in itself is sufficient to convict him of 
murder in the fret degree if told on the wit- 
ness stand toa jury trying him for bis life. 

Halisays he first knew Carlson about six 
weeks ago, when he stopped at bis place for 
three days. Then he obtained employment 
at Paducab, Ky. The evening he was to ship 
he slipped on the sidewalk near Carison’s 

lace and fractured one of the small bones in 

is foot. He boarded the boat, however, and 
went downthe river. When he arrived at 
Paducah the foot was in such shape that he 
was forced to zo into the City Hospital. 
When able to walk he went to work. Yester- 
day afternoon at 2:30, he says, he arrived in 
St. Louis. He put bis valisein the saloon at 
309 South Levee. This morning he says he 
went into Carison’s place with three other 
men. At the bar they were all drinking and 
shaking dice. Hall says: 

‘*Itold Carlson that I had had some bad 
luck since he had seen me last. He asked 
me what was the matter. Then 1 told him 
how Ihad got my leg hurt. He calied mea 
— liar and said 1 had not bad time to hurt 
my leg, lay in the hospital and then work in 
the quarry in six weeks. Il asked 
him to come from behind the counter 
andI would give bim satisfaction, He ran 
around and chased me in the stre&. 1 told 
him I would settle with him if he would come 
into the street, but he did not come. Then I 
went to whereI had my valise. I asked the 
man if I could get my revolver and he said 
yes. Then I told him 1 would bave 
satisfaction from Oarlson, and

said I not get the 
ver. I went another saloon 

had two drinks. Then I went back and got 
my revolver from my valise. The man would 
not let me load itthere,soI went into the 
closet and loaded it. Then I wrappedit in 
my handkerchief and put it lu my inside coat 
pocket. When I opened Carison’s door Cari- 
son sald: 

„There comes the — —— —— now. Throw 
him out.“ 

„Carlson ran around the counter and was 
coming at me when I gave him a shot, He 
grabbed me then and cut me bere on the hand 
with his knife.’’ 

Hall here exhibited avery small wound on 
the Inside of the thumb of his left hand which 
be insisted Carlson had given him. 

When questioned as to his object in going 
back to Carison’s place after once having 
troubla, Hall said! 

‘*Il went back to give him satisfaction if he 
called me a —— liar again.’’ 

What did you intend to do with your 
revolver?’’ 

„1 wanted to settle with him. I have 
worked all my life and now here 1 am.’’ 

From further conversation it was learned 
that Hall was born in Sweden and first came 
to this country in 1861. He is how 4) years old 
and single. Before leaving Sweden be was 
for three years in the navy. He served 
for three in the United 
States navy and was for more 
tban three years ona warship in the service 
ot the Argentine Repubiic. He has been 
around the worid three times and is covered 
with tattooed emblems. 

As the reporter started to go Hall rose from 
bis chair and said: 

„Jou come and see me again. I am ina 
bad place, but they can’t do more than put 
the sling around my neck. I don’t care 
thouch. A man has to work so hard there is 
no use living anyway.’’ 

CARLSON'S STATEMENT. 

A few minutes after noon Officer Fox took 
Hall to Carison’s bedside, where the injured 
man made an ante-mortem statement. In this 
he said that Hali bad tried toraisea disturb- 
ance about 7:30 o’clock in the morning and 
he bad him put out, He said thatabout an 
hour later Hall returned and shot him while 
he was in the act of drawing a glass of beer 
for a customer. Hall seemed but little 
by the statement,

POISONED HIS MOTHER, 


The Grave Charge Against a Mississippi 
Man Arrested Here. 


Detective, Browning, Dotzman and Fagan 
arrested John Estell yesterday at a house on 
Leonard avenue near Market street. Estell 
is a colored man living at Greenville, Miss. 
where he is wanted for murderand robbery. 
The charge against him is thathe poisoned 
his mother, who died recently ather home 


afew miles from Greenville. The lady was the 
widow of a wer veteran, and a short time ago 
she received $2,000 bounty money due her late 
husband. The local police allege that in or- 
der to secure this money Jobn poisoned her 
and —— the train for 68. Louls on Wednesday 
morning. 

The prisoner bad $350 in his possession when 
arrested. He denies all knowledge of any 
crime, and expresses his willingness to go at 
once to Greenville. 

TALKS LIKES AN INNOCENT MAN. 

Estell does not seem to be in the least dis- 
concerted at his arrest. When first questioned 
he insisted that he knew of no murder with 
which he could possibly be charged. This 
morning, after it was learned that the prie- 
oner was alleged to have poisoned his 
mother, Estell was again seen in his 
cell by Chief O’ Neil and Detective Browning. 
He seemed much surprised when the nature 
of the charge was made known to him, yet 
during a most severe cross-examination had 
every appearance of an innocent man. 

Estell tells a very straight story. He says 
his mother died over two months ago while he 
was away from home at work on a plantation 
near his home. The woman had not been well 
for several days, he says, and he had 
called in a doctor living in Greenville to at- 
tnod her. As soon as be heard of her death 
he hurried home and gave her a respectable 
burial for which proper certificates were 
issued. He says, however, that he does not 
know the exact cause of death. Since his 
mother’s decease he has been once to St. 
Louis and concluded to settic in this 
city. With that pu se in his mind 
he returned to Mississippi, in order 
to sell a span of mules and settle up a few 
business affairs. Then he drew the money his 
mother had left from the bank and gave his 
wife $25, telling her he would send for her as 
soon as he became settled in St. Louis. He 
knows of no person who would wish to get 
him into any trouble and is at a loss to ac 
count for the origin of the charge against him. 

Mrs. Jennie Roper, Estell’s cousin, at whose 
house the prisoner was found yesterday even- 
ing Dy Detective Browning, was at the Four 
Courts this morning. He says Estell and his 
mother were alwavs on the best of terms. She 
corroborates Esteijl’s statement that he was 
in St. Louls about a month ago. Mrs. Roper 
has retained Attorney Burgess, who will 
make application for Estell’s release unless a 
warrant is sworn out against him. A tele- 
gram was sent the Mississippi authorities 
yesterday evening apprising them of the 
arrest. As vet no reply has been received. 
Estell insists that if he is wanted in Missis- 
ppi he will go back without requisition 


papers.

A Noted Character

New York, July 1l.—Jamer Ousicr died on 
Wednesday night la St. Luke’s Hospital. 
OCusicok was well known to New Yorkers. He 
was Delmonico’s detective for sixteen years 


and was prominently connected with sporting 
affairs since 1847. He was born in Ireiand in 
1824. In 1846 his family came to this country. 
Young Cusick worked at his trade as a stone 
cutter and became well known for his strength 
and science as a boxer. He won se vera! loca! 
fights. He went to California in 1850, but was 
notesuccessful in the mines, While there be 
met J. O. Heenan, the celebrated champion, 
who was working at his trade as 
blacksmith in the town of Be- 
neida California. He considered 
that Heenan could whip any man in America 
and officiated at the latter'e fight with 
Thompson. Cusick returned to New York 
in 1857 and brought Heenan’s belt with him. 
He issued a challenge offering to match 
Heenan against apy mas in America. A 
mateh was made between him and Morrisey 
ena the fight came off in Canada in October, 
1858. Cusick then trained Heenan for his 
memorable match with Sayers, which took 
piace in England im 1863. Culsck was inter- 
ested in other prominent fighte. Heenan 
and Ousick were warm friends up to the 
death of the former in Wyoming in 1878. 
After Heenan’s death Cusick came East 
again and accepted the position of detective 
at Delmonico’s.

_ IT SHOULD BE DONE. 


THE CITY MUST IN FUTURE DO ITS OWN 
SPRINKLING. 


All of the Officials Strengiy in Favor ef the 
Plan—Ne Difficulties in the Way of 
Adopting the System—A Charter Amend.- 
ment Necessary—How the Situation 
Loeks Te- Day. 


As the complications in the street sprink- 
ling plleupand accumulate, the conviction 
that the only solution of the probiem is forthe 
city to do its own sprinkling, grows stronger 
In the minds of all who give the subject a 
thought. It is the only practical method of 
carrying out the plan of general sprinkling of 
the whole city. All ofthe eity officials are in 
favor of it, and all of them agree that the 
thing could be done ata very small cost when 
the great advantages to be derived are taken 
into consideration, <As the work is being 
Gone at present the clty is paying at 
the rate of $5 1 day tor 
each cart on the streets in the main 
part of the city. This condition of affairs will 
continue for two weeks at least, and will cost 
in round numbers about $10,000. To get the 
money to pay this expenditure a law suit or a 
series of them will be instituted against the 
bondsmen of the defunct company. This 
naturally entalls expense and trouble. All of 
these things would be rendered impossibie by 
the adoption of a law giving the city the 
authority to buy some wagons, hire the teams 
and drivers and go to work in business shape. 

To do this would require a vote of the pso- 
ple on the subject, as a charter amendment is 
necessary. Tne provision as it now stands 
states that it must be done dy contract. 
There is no doubt that in view of past 
experience with the dust that the people 
would vote for the measure and put it through 


in short order. 

All of the city officials who are in any way 
officially interested are very emphatically in 
favor of the adoption of aplan whereby the 
city can do its own work. 

THEIR OPINIONS. 

President Burnet of the Board of Public Im- 
provements said: It is to my mind the only 
way in which we can find safoty from the 
tricks of the contractors. We could buy the 
carts at very little expense and hire the rest. 
It would not pay the city to buy its teams be- 
cause in the winter months it would cost a 
great deal to keep them, and there would be 
no work for them to do. All the contractors 
in the city tind to 
find men with teams who are 
glad to get work, and there is no 
reason why thecity cannot do thesame. A 
little care, of course, would be necessary to 
avoid making a big political machine out of 
the thing, but that ie only a secondary con- 
sideration. The expense lu the way of om - 
olals would be very little greater than itis 
now. I see nothing in the way of briu ing the 
thing about and making it an unqualified suc- 
cess. 

City Counsellor Bell said: The plan 18 a 
good one and would andoubtedly work, but it 
would necessitate a change inthe law by a 
vote of the people, as the work is done now 
under a charter provision. With the terms of 
that provision changed the whole plan could 
be very successfuliy carried out. 

Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Murphy 
said: ‘‘Oertainly, lam in favor of the og do- 
ing its own sprinkiing; everybody is in favor 
of it, because it is an absolute fact that that is 
the only way that success can be assured. 
Go right ahead, pass the necessary laws and 
ordinances buy the carte and hire the horses 
and make the dusty streets a reminiscence in 
the minds ofthe public. All that is needed is 
an impulse from a good source and the thing 
will do itself.’’ 

Water Commissioner Holman said: ‘‘I am 
very 2 in favor ot the plan and am 
certain that it will work like a new red 
wagon. As long as we try to have 
the work done by @ lot of fighting 
contractors, whose only object is 
todo up the city the thing will be a failure. 
If the city bad tne authority to do the work 
on its own hook better work and greater sat- 
isfaction could be obtained at a smaller 
cost.’ 

Sewer Commissioner McMath said: “Iam 
in favor of the scheme and think it would 
work very well, and sce no bar to its early ex- 
ecution.’’ * 

Comptroller Stevenson said: ‘‘Iam in favor 
of the oity taking hold right away and doing 
their own work in the eprinkling business. 
The mistake was made when the charter 
amendment was passed; they went so far 
with it at that time all that was necessary was 

enactment providing a separate 
without defining the manner 
which it should be applied. 
Now it is distinctly stated that the city must be 
divided into districts, and the district let out 
to the lowest bidder. Now, if the charter had 
only said that a fund should be raised for 
sprinkiles purposes to be applied by ordin- 
ance or otber wise, it would be an easy matter 
forthe right argangemenht to be made; as it Is 
now, another charter amendment must be 
passed. It will, of course, be a little difficult 
to get the system to working as it should, but 
Iam convinced that after the first year it 
would work like a charm.’’ 

supt. Brown of the Sprinkling Department 
said: ‘*I will be glad to see any system which 
willavoid as much as possible any dealings 
with contractors. Wecould runavery good 
city system and make it work at about the 
same cost as We aré DOW paying. 

Mayor Noonan was asked: 

Are you in favor of a charter amendment 
which will maxe it possible for the city to do 
its own sprinkling?’’ 

„„Les, he replied, ‘*I am very much in 
favor of it, and will do all I canto relieve the 
citizens of St. Louis from the dust whicnis 
Aying so freely just at present,’’ 

THE OONDITION TO-DAY. 

Mayor Noopan returned ali of the 
Joseph contracts to the Board of 
Public Improvements this morning with his 
approval of the cancellation written across 
them. The new bids are now being adver- 
tised for but the belief is that no bids will be 
received which will putthe prices below the 
present rate of $5 a day,8o that it may be im- 
possible to get any contracts this summer and 
the work will be done under city supervision 
and by the city in spite of the laws to tne con- 
trary. About twenty tra carts were put on 
to-day and a good deal Of work done. There 
are many carie Which have been iale so long 
that they will require a day or two of soaking 
to make them fit for service. By to-morrow 
it hoped that the miain streets will be 
sprmkied and some improvement made.
